him as undoubted axloms not to be questioned by
any faithful son ot the Church ‘of England.
The Lord Mayor desired the rermon 1o be
nted: but the Government took a very dif-
eremt view of the transaction, and eventually
ordered it to be burned. In the meanlime
Bacheverel had been smpesched, snd at once
beoame a popular ldol, Sacheverel at thia time
wan living in the Temple; and he was escorted
to and tro every day by Immense crowds of peo-
le, who cheered bim, and tried to kiss hws
Emd. The trial lasted three weeks, and ocon-
sionally the mob burst out in wscis of open vio-
Jence, Ip these outrages they were, according
to Bishop Burnett, openly enconraged by mon
ol rank, who accompanied the crowd in  hack-
pey coaches, and threw money to the rieters,
Their watchword was “‘the Church and
Sacheverel,” snd every man who refused to
in in the shout was liable to abuse or blows,
arnett says he saw before his own door a
man’s skull cleft open with a spade because he
retused this plous test. The mob, It secms,
were debating the propriety of burning the
Bishop's own house, when they heard of the
approach of the Guards and immedintely dis-
persed,
THE EXCISH M08 oF 1733,

The next great English mob which has se-
quired historical celobrity distingnlsped jtself
in 1783 aguinst the fumous Exc bill of 8ir
Robert Walpole, This is sn slmost perfect in-
siance of the submisslon of the majority of the
Hounss of Commons to a demonstration of phy-
sical force openly abetied by the minority., The
London populace assembled [n vast numbers in
Palaoe Yard, and penetrated to the lobbies of
the House of Commons, The “rough" element
asserted {tsell In attempts to mob the Prime
Minister and other obnoxions members of Par-
liament,

In spite of the threats of the populace, en-

by the opposition orators, 8ir Robert
Walpole continned to press his measure forward,
and obtained decisive though diminishing mu.
Jorities upon each division, Butthe mob becume
#0 violent st last that bis resolution wavered.
The grounds on which bis ultimate decision was
taken are, at this distance of time, not very
clear. It s cerlain, however, that the conduct
of the mob had not only strengthened the regu-
dar opposition, but had encouraged some of the
Minlster's {nr?. who wanted only an excuse for
defeotion, to declare that they could ne longer
sugport him,

n the 1ith of April the bill was virtually
abandoned, by & motion, mtrodnesd by Walpolo
in persou, that the second reading should be
pontpone& for two months. This humilialing
concession, which was the canse of much wall-
I.ng and I|I;nmnhmg of teeth in St. James’ Paluce,
did not have the effect of dissrming the resent-
ment of the mob a%s:nn the a rs of the
obnoxious scheme, the might ot 1ta with-
drawal a la‘tger mob than nsual filled all the

inets of the House of Commons; and though

key must have been informed of what had
occurred inside, they seemed more ferocious
than ever, Woen the House was rising, some
of Walpole's friends, who had been outside,
came , and told him what they must expect
if he went out by the public passage. But
Bir Robert gallantly resolved to face the worst,
saylng there was no end of flying from such
menaces, and so, with tén or a dozen friends
close around him, and & couple of servants,
he marched boldly out upon tbe rioters. Fifty
constables had been stationed outslde the House,
to secure a free pascage for members; snd the
strove to keep a lane for Walpole and his frien
to pass through. But this was impossible. A
general meles ensued, Ope account says thata
ruffian got hold of Walpole's cloak behind his
neck and nearly strengled him. Several of his
proteciors were badly hurk. Swords ware
drawn at Jasi, And by that means, and by
that only, was the minister enabled to reach his
‘varriage and get safely o his own house,

THE WILKES MOB IX 1768,

When Wilkes, who had beenm cxpelled the
House of Commons, and outlawed m 1763, re-
turned to England in 1768, and was returned for
the county of Middlesex, he was not ouly de-
cl ineapable of uithn;;. but was arrested apd
imprisoned in the King’s Bemch., The whole
rabble of London were up 'in arms to protect
thelr favorite, They rescued hum onge from
the officers; but Wilkes had the
surrender himself again, and rema
two years, The day of his incarceration was
the of April, and from that to the 10th of
May, the day fixed for the meeting of Parlin-
menk. the nelghborhood of the pricon was oc-
cupied by & determined mob, who made more
than omne attempt to deliver thewr chawm-

jon by force, On the morning of the
Yoth of° May, when there seemed rewson
to apprehend a repewed aitack on the prison,
more formidable than any which had preceded
it, the magistrates appeared u?on the spot with

nﬂlmen of infantry, which it was insinuated
at the time had been chosen because it wus a
Beotch regiment, and indiflerent to the liberties
of the Epgtish, The Riot unot was read. It was
answered by stones and brickbats, The troo
fired, and killed six aud wounded fifieen of the
rioters, One man was shot by a soldier before
the order to fire hnd been glven, He was found
guilty of morder by a coroner’s inguest, but was
scquitted when brought to trisl, and publicly
%menl.ad with a purse by his colonel. Mr.

illam, the maglstrate, was likewlse tried and
loinithd. In this instance the mob was clenrly
foiled; for Wilkes remained in prison tili 1770,
and after he became Lord Mayor, and was
allowed to take his seat, he discarded the pro-
fesslon of & demagogue,

THE REFORMIERE' RI0T,

The nexi serions riot by which the peace of
London was disturbed ocCurred only three years
afterwards. Il arose out of the atiempt of the
House of Commons Lo exclude parliamentar
reporters, The printers of the reporis mof
retuge in the city. The House of Commons sent
its o to arrest them, The Lord Mayor and
other city magistrates, of whom Alderman
Oliver was, like his lordship, & member of the
House of Commons, mrmwi. to recognlze the
Speaker’s warrant, or in other words, et up the

yileges of the city against the privileges of

P:rl\menl. They weré eventually committed

to the Tower, where they remained for some

The Bishop of
Roehester took rel in aprivate house, and
escaped over the leads in woman's clothes, The
Duke of Northumberiand happened to be drivin
down to the Hounse with a gentlemun in l:lucf
by bis sige.  The mob at once declared that this
must certainly be a Jesull, so they forthwith
robbed the Duke of his puree and gold watoh.
On leaving Westminster Hall the mob divided
into parties, evidently bent on further misohtef,
But at first they were, na we have sald, com-
Bnruu\-ely moderate. They did ro more than
um down one Roman Catholle chiapel in Duke
etreet, Lincoln's 1on, belonging to the Sardinian
ambassador, and another l!\u Warwick sireat,
belonging to the Bavariao ambassador. They
then, partly owiug to the sppesrance of the
military, went home. It wss thought after-
wards that these aitacks upon pinees of worship
were jutended as a blind 1o divert men's minda
from aoy spprehension of the wider scheme of
plurder and devastation which followed.
_On Satorday the mob did little; but what
little they did was quite unhindered by the law.
They triflod with a few Popish c¢hapele and
dwellivg houses, but, apparently in expeotation
that the magistrates must do something soon,
refraloed from any larger enterprises. ineov-
ering al last, however, that they were really
masters of the town, they proeeceded to exerclas
their power on & more extended scale, On Bun-
duy they burned the chapel in Moor Fields. On
Monday they destroyed the house of Sir George
Saville; and on the following Tuesday and
Wednesday 811 that hbavoc was commitied
which hus made the Gordon riots historical,

But all this lg new an old story., The burn-
ingol Lord's Muausfield's honse in Blooms-
bury Bquare, with his valuable library
and  munuseripts;  of Newgale, the

Kmg's Bench, the Fleet, and other prisons,
whose inmates hustened to swell the tide of
ruffianism which everywhere flooded the me-
{ropolis; the destruction of Mr. Langdale's dis.
tillery in Holborn, and the spectacle of misera-
ble balf-burned wretches gulping down spirits
out of pails, or even sucking it up outof the
gutters; the attack on the bank, which was re-
rc!led by no less a personage than John Wilkes;
he prominent figure of the mob-leader mounted
on & huge aray-borse, who hus been turned to
such good actount by Mr, Dickens; und finally,
"ust soene of all,” the heavy, sullen roar of
sustained musketry which snnonnced that the
troops had at lust begun to act; all these things
have been described too often by more skilfal
pens than ours, to warrant our dwelling on
them now.

The Government seemed paralyzed; but the
truth 1= that Ministers remembered what had
ocomrred in 1768, whea Lord Barrington had
proveked such a storm of indignation by the
encours ent he had given to the mﬁr :
and the Beoretary of Stale was actoally in such
& frenzy of alarm that be caused his servants to
wexat bine ct;chdels.m Weodriesd

twas not unti e nesday night that,
lndln{btll other means fail, the Kigg gt 1
took the law into his own bauods; and, aiter
consulting the Attorney-General, ciused it to
be notified to the troops that, “in obedience to
an order from the King in councll, the military
were to act withoot wal for divections from
the civil magistrate.” Tnis decisive step put s
stop to the riols at once. On Thursday all
was trauquil, and on Friday Lord George
Gordon was arrested. For nearly one entire
week the mob had been in possession of London.

THE XING MOBBED,

An attempt was made in 1795 to resuscitate
the reign of moblaw, which half a century
sooner might have bcen attended with serious
consequences. The “'Corresponding Boctety,”
as it was called, convened u great meeting \n
Copenhagen Fields, where ano hon anid
fifty thousand persons assembled, and an address
to the King wae voted, prayinz for reform in
Parliament, the dismissal of ministers, and peace
with Frauce, A few days afier this meeting the
King went in state to ogm Parllament, His
carriage was surrounded by & mob and one of
the windows was broken by a small bullet, On
hie return he was still followed by the crowd,
who thieatened to pull kim out of his earringe,
which, itis thought, they would have done but
for the timely arrval of the Guards, But still
the moral effect of this mob was absolutely
notling, except In so far as it stimulated the
friends of order. Out of sympathy with the
nation at large, snd unsupported by any aristo-
eratic party of any weight in the country, the
mob was powerless. Uhe onlr result of their
behavior was that two bills, called the **Tresson
bil1” and the *“‘Sedition bil,” were passed
iill;uough Parllament by overwhelming msjori-

RELIGIOUS RIOT IN BIRMINGIAM N 1701,

Before we quit the elghteenth century we
must notice ihe famous Birmingham riots,
where the mob, as if to show their impartality
towards secturies of all denominations, pro-
ceeded to cap the doings of the Gordon rioters
by a like aisp!uf of rancor towards the Dis-
senters, The origin of the disturbance was a
sermon preached by Dr, Pricstly, a Usftarian,
in whicli he upheid what had then come to be
called *'Freneh principles,” Whoile the people
were still in n state of wuch rritation &t this
dircourse, notice was given that the Uniturlan
Soclety intended to celebrale the anniversary
of the destruction of the Bashile by a public
festival and dinner, to be held at sne of the
chief hotels. Popular feeling rose so high au
this monouncement that the more prodent of
the propagandists declined to wuttend the
celebration. About eighty, however, did assem-
ble on the 14th of July, mi; but were goon sur-
rounaed by an Immense mob who shouted
“Church and King” with much terocity of de-
meanor till the cumcrnuy separated, They then

rocceded to reward themselve: for their own
oyalty by domollsbing Dr. Priestly's house
which contsined & valuable laboratory and
library. From this they went on to other acts
of violence of the lke kind, and even made
ralds mto the country, whereé they burned or
ransacked seversl gentlemen'’s houses, 'They
hud their own way entirely from Thursday to
Bunday, and committed damage for which the
sufferers recovered about thirty thousand pounds
from their respective hundreds, It was sald
that they were encouraged by the clergy, and
al least winked at by the mu‘{!att‘u!cﬂ. But this

THE RioT OF 1831,

The latter part of the autumn of 1851 was &
ternble Ume for Bugland. Esrly (n October the
Lords had rejected the Reform bill by a mujority
of forty-one; und that vole was u signal for the
whole populace 10 vige, Riots took pluce in halt
the Iarge towns in the kuhqdum, Loudon in-
cloded, where Lord Londonderry and the Duke
of Cumberland were pulled off lgelr horses, and
the windows of the Dukes of Wellingtoy snd
Newcastle were smashed Lo pleces,  But Bristo)
and Nottiogham were the chosen spots in which
the mob ouce more relened supreme wnd pe-
enacted the scenes of 1760 almost to the letter,
Bir Oharles Wethernll was Hecorder of Brisiol
and be bad been ove of the most yiolent oppo-
pents of the Helorm bill. Towarde the enclpgt
October the time arrived at which the ususl
jail dellvwﬂ was to be beld befors him, Even
muny of his friends in Bristol, who undersiood
the state of public feeling, thought i would be
wise In him fo his visit, Bap Bir
Charles himpel! and more resolute of the
Tory party deemed 1t nnsdyisable to bewray
symwploms of timidity, and 1t wee deurmi::z
to proceed as usvnl,  The results were fright-

ful. Sir Charles made his entry into the ¢l
B 36th, and with difDonlty reacked the Galle

to make his way as best he could over the roof
of an adjoining house. The residenco of the
chiel magistiate was ransacked, and amoog
other booty mlling into the hands of the mob
was Bir Charles’ own portmantean. All this
time the lower storiea of the house had been
lnid completely bare to the gaze of the outsiders,
who saw throogh the broken windows and

aping doors the whole paraphernalia of the

itchen arranged as for n grand banguel. Joinls
of meat were seen hung upon the spits, sauce-
psus simmering on the fre, game ready trossed
upon tho dressers, but the cooks had fled, the
altars were deserted, even the oellars were left s
prey to the thirsty multitude, who were not slow
to avall themselves of theopportunity. Hence-
forth Bristol was for some days st the merey of
the mob, who drank, burned, and pillaged,
right and left, without sny serious interruption
even trom the mimur foree, which was amply
sufficient to have quelled the riot at any moment.
The ¢xplanation of this disgracefu! scene is
almost word for word the explanation of the
GGordoun riots, Both the officers in command of
the troope, and the maglstrates m command of
the officers, shrank from their doty.

The Nottingham rlots, which cceurred about
a fortnight earlier, were neither go serlous nor
of such long duration as those st Bristol, But
they ncquired s uuhngpy notoriety by two
eircometances of more thun ordinary loterest,
which attended them. One was the destruction
of Nottingham Castle, an anclent and gplendid
relic of past ages, then the property of the
Duke of Newcastle, which possibly soggested
to Mr. Disraelf hie vivid pletare of the bornin
of Mowbray Castle in *8ybil," The other, an
one sufficient of iteelf to make the memory
of these rots memorable for all time, was the
death of Mra. Musters, Lord Byron’s ‘‘Mary,”
whose home at Colwick Hall was attacked
the mob, during the absence of her husband.
She took refuge with her deughters in the
shrubberies on o cold, wet sutumn night, and
between the combined effects of fright and
cold ghe died only 8 few weeks afterwards, The
rioters extended their ravages for many miles
round Nottinghsm, and some even penctrated
to Loughborough, & market town within the
borders of Leicestershire, :
